Secretary
Daniels believes such action would
seriously interfere with the recruit¬
ing of the necessary number of men
to complete the proposed increase in
the navy personnel. The navy gets
Its men through voluntary enlist¬
ments, and it is believed by the de¬
partment that this enrollment would
be hampered by making boys between
IS and 21 subject to draft.

The Senate Military Affairs Com¬
mittee has not yet taken any ac¬

tion upon Increasing the age limits.
Senator Chamberlain said once more

yesterday he had not received any
suggections from Secretary Baker
upon the matter.

Allied Offensive on Ex¬

Predicted.
American troop* will be marched In

review tJfefors Italy's leaders within
a very short time. Ths contingent
will be made up of picked regiments,
brigaded under the personal direction
of Gen. Pershing, who has selected
the men after consultation with Gen.
iroch and British leaders.
The sending, of American soldiers

.o the Italian front is generally con¬

sidered here as Indicating that for the
present Gen. Foch has ample reserves

in France to meet any German of¬
fensive. Military leaders have de¬
clined to state the exact strength of
Gen. Foch's reserves, but they say
a general in command of operations
on a front of the extent of that held
by Gen. Foch must needs have at

least 500,000 men in reserve; It Is the
part of wisdom to have 750.000 In re¬
serve if possible.

Move 1« Significant.
In view of the failure of the Ger-

man offensive to achieve decisive re-

sultsv and the growing belief that the
enemy's power is now rapidly declin¬
ing, the news that the American sol¬
diers are boundtfor Italy is highly
significant of the military situation
on the Western front.
In military circles here, there is no

hint that American forces are expected
to play a major part in the operations
on the Italian front. Their chief rur-
pose is to show the Italian armies
and the Austrians that American
forces are now on every front and
that the United States is determined
to give aid at every point and In sup¬
port of every ally. The fact that
American ambulances and a squadron
of American airmen have gone to fhe
Italian front clearly Indicate -hat the
American forces will ^e given a sec¬
tor of the battle Una The faaeeal
belief here 1s that the Americans will
be placed In the mountain region.

Allied OfffUive Predicted.
It has been known for somt time

that the Italian public has been eager-
ly urging an offensive by the allies
on the Italian front. It would not be
surprising if the Americans arrived
In time to Join ih "the action, Military j
experts hers ssy that such an often-!
sive cannot take place until the Aus-1
trlan offensive has reached "the mo-
ment of complete exhaustion."
In this connection. It is growing

more and mo!"e evident that an allied
offensive on * wide scale will be un-
dertaken. Tha offensive may be as-

sumed In France, on some sectors.
but the chief operations will be under-
taken in the east.
It is believed that th« Germans can

be dealt heavy blows If the allies
can assume the attack on the ex¬
tremes of the Kuropean battle lines.

Foreigners Need Light Drinks, He Says.Pros
and Cons Presented by Advocates.Senate
Committee to Meet Today and Report to
Upper House After Voting on Amendment.

Bryaa Appears.
Mr. Bryan, who followed Mr.
